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THE Secretary of the Navy has designated Cooper 
Building in the Boston Navy-yard as a naval prison, 
and directed that it be fitted up for this purpose 
without delay. 








ENGINEER IN-CHIEF LoORING’s recommendations 
for alterations in the machinery of the Atlanta 
have been referred to the Advisory Board, and until 
they have aeted upon them nothing further will be 
done toward getting the vessel ready for another 
trial. 








THe regulations established in G. O. 86, current 
series, prescribing a course of instruction at mili- 
tary posts in the simpler practice of medicine and 
surgery, is a commendable one, and it is to be hoped 
that the ‘‘ voluntary attendance” may not be like 
that of many of the post schools, represented by a 
zero. The medical officers themselves have a special 
interest in getting up classes, for the course will 
serve to keep from rusting many of them stationed 
at posts where opportunities for practice are exceed- 
ingly limited. 








From correspondence this week, we infer that the 
new regulation that ‘‘no soldier shall be confined 
except on the order of an officer who shall pre- 
viously inquire into his offence,” does not meet 
with universal favor. One critic says: ‘‘ Why pro- 
fess to constant endeavors to elevate the position 
of the non-commissioned officer, in the face of such 
a restriction. There may be cases of abuse of power, 
but they are rare, and the non-com. should be 
allowed to confine first and report afterwards.” We 
should be pleased to receive further expressions of 
opinion on this subject. 








GENERAL JOHN Moore, the new Surgeon General 
of the Army, bade farewell to his friends in San 
Francisco on Saturday last and is now en route to 
assume his new duties at Washington. He is ex- 
pected there Dec. 4. His appointment will be 
handed him upon his arrival. Dr. Moore is re- 
garded as one of the hardest workers in the Depart- 
ment, and as the President and Secretary of War 
are in favor of a number of reforms in this branch 
of the Service, particularly with regard to pension 
work, a number of radical changes may be expected 
during the early days of the new administration. 








WE are requested by the Second Comptroller to 
deny the statement, which appeared in some of the 
daily papers this week, to the effect that he had 
declined to allow mileage to officers when travelling 
between the United States and Alaska on the ground 
that such travel was ‘‘ foreign travel.” His ruling 
on this subject has directly the opposite effect. It 
was Comptroller UpTon who refused to allow the 
eight cents per mile for the full route between San 
Francisco and Sitka. Under his ruling officers 
travelling between these points received mileage 
for 658 miles and actual travelling expenses for the 
remainder of the way. When the present Comp- 
troller assumed office, in June, 1885, he reversed 
this decision, and officers are now receiving eight 
cents per mile for the entire route.

in the building of national vessels. 








On Wednesday next, December 8, two veteran 
officers of the Army will be retired for age, Brevet 
Brigadier-General LuTHER P. BRADLEY, colonel 13th 
Infantry, and Colonel GeorGe L. FEBIGER, assistant 
paymaster general. General BRADLEY served with 
distinction during the war as lieutenant colonel and 
colonel of Illinois troops and as brigadier general 
of volunteers. On the 28th of July, 1866, he was 
appointed lieutenant colonel 27th Infantry, and 
March 20, 1879, colonel 8d Infantry, afterwards 
being transferred to the 13th Infantry. For gallant 
and meritorious services at the battles of Chicka- 
mauga and Resaca he received the brevets of colonel 
and brigadier general. For some time past he has 
been in command of the District of New Mexico, 
with headquarters at Santa Fe, relinquishing it 
very recently to General GRIERSON to await retire- 
ment. Colonel FEBIGER was appointed a paymaster, 
with the rank of major, May 3, 1861, and served 
with great merit during the war, and received on 
this account the brevet of lieutenant colonel. He 
attained his present grade of assistant paymaster 
general, with the rank of colonel, January 24, 1881. 
Both officers have deserved well of their country, 
and we wish for them in their retirement many 
pleasant years of peace and prosperity. 





MAJOR-GENERAL HowarD has recently issued a 
General Order, in which he deprecates the ‘‘ general 
indifference to drill and military instruction 
throughout the Division of the Pacific,” adverts to 
the ‘‘ woful ignorance shown by many officers, both 
as regards the tactics and the Army Regulations,” 
and says to commanding officers that they ‘‘ should 
not simply issue orders on the subject but see to it 
that they are properly and duly executed.” We 
should scarcely have thought that such a condition 
of affairs could have existed at any military post in 
any Division, for we are well aware of the efforts 
which Lieutenant-General SHERIDAN and his Divi- 
sion and Department commanders have made and 
are making to keep the troops in the highest state 
of efficiency compatible with the calls upon them 
for active service in the field. But, in our opin- 
ion, it is upon the post commander that the responsi- 
bility in this matter chiefly rests. Take an active, 
practical and ever-vigilant post commander, who is 
not too inert to personally supervise the execution 
of his own orders, and there is sure to be the same 
qualities exhibited by the company commanders and 
the officers under them. So with the non commis- 
sioned officers, and to a great extent with the pri- 
vates. The evil is one which should be stamped 
out with an iron hand by the superior military au- 
thorities, for the country has a right to expect from 
its commissioned officers, at all times and in all 
seasons, the execution of the solemn obligation 
‘*carefully and diligently to discharge the duty of 
their position by doing and performing all manner 
of things thereunto belonging.” 
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In the London Daily Telegraph of November 11, 
appears a long article on the subject of English 
guns and powder, in which the management of 
English ordnance affairs is sharply criticized, and 
the disadvantage England is under, as compared 
with her most active rival, Russia, is set forth in 
the spirit of gloomy prognostication. It is shown 
that there is urgent need for a thorough sifting of 
the present system of supervision and control which 
becomes day by day more manifestly imperative. 
Among officers of the highest rank in the British 
Army and Navy whenever Woolwich and Enfield 
are spoken of they are invariably dubbed ‘‘ those 
close corporations.” The administration of both 
places, it is said, is so deeply mired in official ruts 
that it is quite hopeless, by mere issue of orders, to 
effect the greatly needed reforms or to infuse 
modern life and vigor into the establishments. 
Russia has most unaccountably been allowed to 
outstrip England in the manufacture of guns and 
powder. After patient effort, untrammelled by tra- 
dition and custom, utilising cvery available branch 
of science with creditable judgment, the Russian 
Ordnance officials are, as the result of their labors, 
far in front nowadays in the manufacture of guns 
and gunpowder. As far back as 1866 the Russian 
officials discarded the antiquated haphazard forms 
of guns and methods of making gunpowder. Act- 
ing upon scientific data, fixed standards were de- 
vised for the size and calibres of cannon and pro- 
jectiles, as well as for the constituent proportions 
of the materials used in powder making. In 
Russia there is no chance af such miscarriages 
as occurrred in the Soudan campaign, when shells 
for a seven-pounder were ordered up the Nile and 
gotten to the front at an extraordinary expenditure 
of exertion, and then discovered to be useless be- 
cause they were intended for another pattern of the 
same gun. ‘‘To complete the record of glaring 
contrast,” says the Telegraph, ‘‘it is deserving of 
notice that whereas our guns cannot be fired in 
safety with full powder charges, no Abouchoff gun 
has yet burst, nor have any of their gunners been 
killed or injured.” While Russian officials having 
adopted a uniform series of standard bores and 
measurements, have been able to bend all their 
energies towards improvements in the quality as 
well as modifications of the form of their ordnance, 
the English officials have remained in the quagmire 
of experiment and discussion as to the rival merits 
of slow and quick burning gunpowder, muzzle or 
breech loading cannon, the kinds of rifling, four- 
pounders, seven-pounders, or nine-pounders, iron 
or steel in shell, and common shell and star shell, 
etc. Every nation in Europe except England has 
adopted the magazine gun, and has either armed 
its troops with these deadly weapons, or is busily 
hastening to doso. Russia has already armed her 
naval force with a magazine gun or repeating rifle, 
and is intent upon the introduction of the weapon 
into the army. Great Britain alone stands officially 
to-day on this question where she stood in 1863, 
side by side with her cousin of the United States, 
whose officials may perhaps excuse themselves for 
their own neglect by joining in the refrain: 

“ [t's English, quite English, you know.”

PAYMASTER E. N. WHITEHOUSE, U. 8S. N., Chief of the 
Naval Bureau ot Provisivvs ana Clothing, sets torth in his 
annual report the reforms which have been introduced into 
the management of his Department. strict economy has 
bevn the aim, and it has been demonstrated that there hus 
existed a iarge field for the introduction of more careful 
business methods in administration. No action of the Secre- 
tary ——_ covering into the ‘Treasury et nearly one- 
third of a million doliars, surplus clothing and smali-store 
funds, will practically remedy abuses made heretofore pos- 
sible by the existence of excessive available tunds. In the 
necessury purchases of suyplies during the year tbe Bureau's 
contracts will exhibit gratifying results in the general re- 
duction of prices, accompanied in many instances with 
manifest improvement ot quality. ‘the policy of supply- 
ing our vessels abroad by periodical shipmeuts of supplies 
has been found in its op.ration to be quite satistuctory. 
“The economy of the present system vf producing clothing 
for the Navy is so obvious that vesseis oi the Kevenue 
Murine Service, as well as foreign war vessels in our waters, 
have sought to avail themselves cf i.s advantages in procur- 
ing unitorms tor their crews. ‘The establisument ot the 
carefully devised unilorm regulations, unver date of July 1 
last, woich provides that there shall be kept at che clutuing 
factory @ siandyrd sample, to be adhered to in the manu- 
facture of arucles prescribed by sucn order, makes it pos-

THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 


GENERAL W. B. Hazen, Chief Signal Officer, has 
transmitted to the Secretary of War his annual re- 
port showirg the operations of bis bureau during the 
last flscal year. The report begins with a statement 
of the value of the instruction afforded at Fort 
Myer, and the services of the Signal Corps attached 
to Gen. Miles's command during the Gerouimo cam- 
paign are cited as evidence of the utility and neces- 
sity of trained signal officers. Regret is expressed 
at the action of Congress in failing to provide for a 
continuance of Fort Myer as a post of instruction. | 

Concerning the work of the meteorological divi- 
sion the le ag says: *“* Many very important laws 
have recently been deduced theoretically and con- 
firmed by observations and experiments.” It is 
stated that the plan of securing as observers young 
men qualified by education for the pursuit of scien- 
tific studies, ano tbus raising the standard of the en- 
listed force of the Signal Corps has now been in 
operation five years, and of the 378 enlistments made 
during that time, 97 were college graduates, and it 
bas proved of benefit to the Service. 

Touching tbe weather forecasts and special warn- 
ings issued ae the year, it is said that the in- 
creasing demand for these forecasts may be taken as 
evidence of their value. Au appropriation of $5,000 
is recommended for the extension of the service, 
and the opinion is expressed that no appropriation 
would be more acceptable to the people. Of the 
1,065 cold wave signals ores during the year 
911, or 85.5 per cent. were justified. 

Being desirous of ascertaining the opinion of the 
public as to the value of thesystems.of warnings apd 
indications by the display of flags, the Chief Signal 
Officer says he addressed a circular letter to those 
in charge of the display of these signals at various 
points, requesting that they report to what extent 
they give satisfaction, More than 250 replies were 
received, commending in the highest terms this new 
feature of the >ignal Service. 0D appropriation of 
$10 000 is recommended to enable the bureau to fur- 
-_ flags and transmit telegrams to these volunteer 
stations. 

Of the utility of the flood warnings furnished by 
the Signal Service the report says a careful estimate 
shows that property valued at $128,000 was saved at 
a single station (Nashville, Tenn.,) by the warnings 
of the Signal Service on the Cumberland River dur- 
ing March and April of the current year. 

Gen. Hazen suggests that some substantial re- 
ward should be given to the members of the inter- 
national polar expedition, and bopes that Conzress 
at ils next session will recognize the successful work 
performed by Lieut. Greely and his party by provid- 
ing promotion for the survivors and “en for the 
families of those who lost their hves while serving 
with this expedition. 

The appropriations for the service have been ex- 
pended under the close scrutiny of the chief, and he 
believes that the accounts as now rendered will 
satisfactory to the accounting officers of the Treas- 
ury. The report closes with recommendations look- 
ing to the establishment of additional cautionary 
stations on the lakes; the purchase at a cost of 
$108,000 of a new building for the accommodation of 
the bureau. and the enactment into law of the re- 
coOmmeudutions of the joint commission of Congress 
relative to the tenure of office and promotion of 
officers of long experience. 








BUREAU YARDS AND DOCKS. 


WE last week gave a portion of the annual report 
of the Chief of the Naval Bureau of Yards and 
Docks. The appropriations asked for by Commo- 
dore Harmony are as follows:

to extend the quay wall.

ln reference to docking facilities, he says: 

The rapid and steady increase in the wea) ulation, 
and — of the Pacific coast of the United Btates: 
the great length of the shores of the territory, the most ex- 
tensive held by any one country on the west coast of Amer- 
ica, and finally the importance to us of the water communica- 
tion along the coast, render the naval control of the west 
coast of North America a vital ity to us for the inter- 
commubpication, for protection of our trade, and the defence 
of ourdomain. The recent acquisitions by European naval 
powers of various islandsin the Pucific, which at once cre- 
ates a rendezvous for their naval forces, doubtiess to be iol- 
lowed by tue establishment of naval stations, shows the 
transfer, to a great extcat. of naval activity at present and 
in the future to that ocean. In addition, it is uumuliating to 
think that it is within the range of possibility that our weultb 
and detenceless conditivun on this coast serve to tem 
an attack trom the adventurers or otbers who may have 
governing power of any little i rt or coast nationality 
with sufficient resources to obtain two or three modern ar- 
mored vessels. The now dominating naval power, Great 
Britain, on the coast not only has begun to enter into rivalry 





with us here in trade and commerce. but also in creatin; 
military and naval resources for offence and defence. Wi 
their paval station and dockyard at Esquimault, in British 
Columbia, they already command one communication 
territory, and render it imper- 
that our cply naval station on 
be fully supplied with re- 
sources necessary to sustain in magaitude and completeness 
the importance which, from its geographical position, this 
ard has among the naval stations of the world. At present 
there are no dry docks in the United States nearer Pen- 
sacola than Norfolk, Va ,and nearer Puget Sound than San 
. They can readily be obtained either by the

partment, charging moderate dues for docking mere! 
vessels, or b; amistiog private parties by advance of money 
or grants of d, with the condition that Government ves- 
sels be docked free of cost forever, and that the United 
States have control in time of war or of certain emergencies, 
A precedent for the latter plan has already been established 
in other countries and recently in the United States by the 
grant of Government land in Baltimore to a dry dock com- 
pany upon the condition that all Government vessels be 
Focked free of charge. 








DEPARTMENT OF THE PLATTE, 


THE annual report of Col. Henry, Inspector of 
Rifle Practice, is at hand, and is a most excellent 
one, embodying as it does inuch good advice. Belle- 
vue rifle range is deseribed, avd credit for service 
rendered given to Lieuts. Noyes and Brooke. 

Under progress in mifle firing it is stated that all 
have advanced during the year over last year's re- 
cord, except one troop of cavalry, 7 companies of 
infantry. and two posts. The companies having 
gained over 30 units on individual figure of merit, 
and names of officers are given. The reason given 
for differences in figures of merit in skirmishing w 
also explained and it 1s thought 50 per cent. can be 
made by practice by any troop or company, and 100 
asa possible by the more ambitious captain, and 
that this firing if conducted as required, and hits 
verified by those not firing cannot be questioned. 

Under file and volley, credit is given to Captains 
Powell and Britton, 5th Inf., the only companies 
having this practice, and as showing the peoeente 
possibilities of hits in action. Mounted pistol firing 
will not, except in exceptional cases, amount to any- 
thing but a spirit of emulation, as evoked by publi- 
cation in orders, as in other firings. 

Under figure of merit it is believed by systemutic 
and continuous instruction such high ones may be 
obtained as have been reported, and that the great 
advance in the knowledge of the powers of the rifle, 
as has been shown, do not justify the discrediting of 
any scores which may be certified to by an officer. 
The good results in the Department are attributed 
to Gen. Breck, who, by his bearty interest and 
prompt publication of monthly circulars, has done 
so much to awuke interest and stimulate rivalry. 

Under drill and target practice, it is held both can 
be carried on without conflict, but that the days of 
marching in line of battle are past when such a de- 
structive musketry fire can be obtained at 2,000 
yards and over, as has been shown by ex ment 
with our rifle. Sighting may not be possible at this 
range, but a rifle held, the butt resting on ground, 
the muzzle up and at an angle of 32 degrees, will 
raiu destructive shots, or a vertical fire, for the dis- 
tance of over two miles. In fact, 1t would be illus- 
trating “ mortar firing’ by musketry fire, and a less 
elevation could be applied for shorter distances. 

The importance of competitions, and the informa- 
tion obtained and carried back to posts, is dwelt 
upon, and it is u that each man should come 
carefully trained in both firings, so that the total 
made by the whole ———_ may be large. It is 

tted that the $1.50 commutation was omitted 
this year for competitors, tending to bring discour- 
agement to the enlisted man trying to excelin the 
most important attainment of a soldier—marks- 
mansbip. 

The Seeorest, zeal, and efficiency displayed by offi- 
cers and enlisted men at the competition is spoken 
of, as well as the success of the team obtaining three 
places on the Division team out of the quota of one 
and one-half. ’ 

Of the five recommendations, the principal are the 
trial of a self-registering target not limiting the 
skirmish scores on any one day, but limiting the 
number of days in the season, and requiring every 
company or troop to shoot on call, at known dis- 
tances and skirmish firing, the results being pub- 
lished in orders. 

Gen. Breck, Adjutant General, Dept. of the Platte, 
has done a-very excellent thing, in mailing to each 
enlisted sharpshooter a copy of yearly report, and 
circular on target practice. This is a sure way of 

iving information to a company, and also recogniz- 
ing the ability of the recipient, ‘and will be appre- 
ciated by the soldier.”

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CORPS OF ENGINEERS, U. S. ARMY. 


THE annual report of the Chief of Engineers shows 
that 23 officers were or. detached duty, 82 on regular 
duty connected with river and harbor work, and 3 
ou leave of absence. A strong appeal is made for 
appropriatious for seacoast and lake frontier de- 
fences. During the year operations have been re- 
stricted to those necessary for the preservation and 
repair of existing work. It is believed that the 
failure of Congress to make appropriations for this 
important work has mainly arisen from the difficulty 
in determining the best method of procuring armor 
plate. The preparation of the sites, the construction 
of masonry foundation, the building of mortar buat- 
teries, work equally as necessary as that of procur- 
ing armor, will demand much time, and it's earnestly 
recommended that funds be at. once appropriated 
for the emplacements of turrets and casemates, for 
earthen batteries, for 12-inch rifled wortars, and for 
submarine mines, all of which cau be accomplished 
before armor plate is required. A total estimete of 
$1,043,000 for the preservation and repair of fortifi 
cations is submitted. Fuller and more detailed esti- 
mates, in accordance with recommendations last 
year of the board on seacoast defences, amounting 
to several million dollars, are sut:mitted for the im- 

rtant work of constructing acomplete system of 

efence for the more important coasts. A large ap- 
propriation is also ask for torpedoes. Owing to 
the tailure of Congress to appropriate money either 
for fortifications or torpedoes it became necessary 
not only to suspend torpedo experiments but also to 
a great extent the practical instruction of the En 
gineer -— in the details of this service; these ex- 
periments have been in progress for some years, and 
a system of fixed mines has been developed and 
gradually improved until 1t bids fair before long, if 
funds are available, to regch the highest point of 
excellence. Tbe Board of Engiveers stationed at 
New York has investigated and reported upon many 
important subjects during the year, among them 
the kind of metal best adapted for urmor plates in 
fortifications; upon plans for improvements of 
many important harbors, and upon the best mode 
of torpedo defence. Experiments were confined 

rincipally to the Sims torpedo. This torpedo was 
n an experimental stage, and the year expired 
before the results obtained wurrauted the purchase 
of a large number of them for store. Five were 
purchased under the appropriation for the purpose. 
The board recommends un appropriation of $530,000 
for the service of torpedoes, : 

The strength of the command at the Engineer 
School of Application at Willet’s Point was on June 
30, 21 officers and 351 enlisted men. Itis urged that 
the command be kept at its full strength. 377,000 is 
asked for to maintain the post next year. The bat- 
talion of engineers at depot at Willet’s Point con- 
sisted of 17 commissioned officers and 396 enlisted 
men. $19,000 is required for this service next year. 

The work of improvements of rivers and barbors 
was carried on as far as possible under the balances 
on hand from the appropriation of 1884-5. No ap- 
propriation, it will be remembered, was made during 
the second session of the 48th Congress.

AN ORDNANCE SCANDAL. 


THERE is a great deal of talk herein Navy circles 
in regard to the action of Lieut. Barber, who, with 
some younger naval officers belonging to the Ord- 
nance Depa: tment, is likely to involve that branch 
of the Government in a serious scandal. Few people 
realize the enormous expenditures which will prob- 
ably be made during the next four or five years in 
the Ordnance Department. Unlike most Govern- 
ments, the consiruction of ships aud the arming of 
them in the United States are carried on under the 
supervision of separate bureaus. There are three or 
four works in the United States which can undoubt 
edly manufacture the necessary gun forgings and 
armor plates for our Navy, viz.. the Bethlehem, Pa., 
the Cellers Iron Company at Midvale, Pa., Park 
Bros., Pittsburg, and the Otis Cast-steel works, of 
Cleveland. 

Unless these firms keep a very sharp watch they 
will find themselves knocked out in the tests of ar- 
mor plates, etc., which were to be made in Decem- 
ber, but which bave now been postponed until 
March. Itis believed and openly stated by persons 
who know what they are talking about that Lieut. 
Barber, the paid agent of Schneider’s works at 
Creusot, France, and a coterie of young officers who 
are sup to be also interested in the work being 
done abroad, will have charge of these tests. 
The hopes of the fvreign firms are _ based 
upoh the outcome of these tests. Should the 
reports be unfavorable to the American armor 
itis part of the scheme to ask Congress to enable 
the Department to _—— the guu forgings and 
armor plates abroad. Tbe thing for the American 
steel munufacturers to do is to insist that the inspec. 
tion should be conducted by the older officers of the 
Navy and those who have not injured their reputa- 
tion by connecting themselves with foreiga firms, 
as Lieut. Barber bas, such men as Commo. Walker, 
Capt. Belknap, Admiral Jouett, Engr. Loring, and 
other men of high standing, 

it is estimated that in the next five years we shall 
reguire about 10.000 tons of armor plate and 4,000 
tons of gun forgings, the average cost of which will 
not be far from 2550 a ton, makiuga total cost of $7,- 
700,000. This will include armor and guns required 
for the four unfinished monitors, the two 6,000-ton 
cruisers, together with the vessels the contracts for 
whi2b have not yet been issued. A commission of 
— or ten per cent. of this amount is a large sum of 

oney. 

The aggregate amount of the expenditure indi- 
cates that the work ought unquestionably to be done 

n this country. If we have not the vecessary plant 
ana machinery to do it, the only way to secure such 
Plant would be to encourage American steel works 
to build the necessary machinery by awarding them 
the contracts. That there is Conspiracy on foot 
to defeat the Americans in the tests it is openly 
charged. [tisto be hoped Congressman McAdoo, 
Who lust winter opposed Mr. Hewitt and others at.

THE SECOND AUDITOR'S OFFICE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 

Sir: Yourissue of Nov. 20 contains some stric- 
tures based upon a garbled quotation from the Sec- 
ond Auditor's report for 1886, which are so unjust 
and misleading, and so much at variance with your 
usual courtesy and correctness, as to induce the be- 
lief that they were written by some disgruntled 
claim agent who fears that bis contingent fee of 333¢ 
per cent. is vanishing in the distance. These stric- 
tures convey the false impression that the present 
Auditor is responsible for the nonsettlement of a cer- 
tain class of claims, but, as a matter of fact, he bas 
been, and still is, precluded from taking any action 
upon said claims for the simple and sufficient reasop 
that the question involved was before the Court of 
Claims when be assumed the duties of bis office, and 
is now pending before the Supreme Court. 

The writer of your article asks, ‘Why should a 
line of successive Auditors formany years make aod 
maintain an illegal construction of law, one which 
is ruled false the first time it comes into court?”’ In 
answer to this question let me say that the cadet 
lungevity question, which is the one at issue, has 
been acted upon by one Auditor only (Judge Ferriss) 
who ruled in the cadets’ favor. So did the Second 
Comptroller (Judge Upton), but the latter officer in 
deference to an opinion of Attorney-General Mac- 
Veigh reversed his ruling and decided against them. 
From this action resulted the decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the well-known Morion case. Your 
* line of successive Auditors” is, therefore, a purely 
imaginary one. 

The reflection sought to be cast upon the Auditors 
in tbe remark that, “if they have not the knowledge 
and skill they should resign, or, at least, seek coun- 
sel of those who bave”’ is so uncalled -for as to 
amount to nothing more than a gratuitous piece of 
impertinoence. 

In connection With the subject of cadet longevity 
pay I will say that the question as to whether or not 
the time of an officer's cadetsbip should be credited 
was first raised by Paymaster-General Towson in a 
letter addressed to Second Comptroller Parris, im 
mediately after the passage of the act of July 7, 1838. 
The Comptroller decided that under said act officers 
were entitled to the benefit of all the time they had 
served as commissioped officers, but that service as 
cadets could not be counted. This decision was ac- 

uiesced in and remained unquestioned for forty- 

our years. In all probability it would never have 
been questioned but for the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Morton case, which, as you know, arose 
under the act of Feb. 24, 

lt may suit prospective beneficiaries, including 
the noble army of claim agents, to endeavor to be- 
little the officers of the Treasury Department and to 
sneer at “their anxiety to appear careful of the in- 
terests of the Treasury which hires them, rather 
than to be just to otbersajso hired as servants of the 
people.” The taxpayers, however, expect their ac- 
counting officers to guard the public treasury from 
stale demands, no matter what class of hired servants 
presents them. If,in the matter under considera- 
tion, “suitors for justice’? are driven “ through 
every costly court till none remain to hear their ap- 
Ppeals,’’ they have no one but themselves to thank 
for it. THESAURUS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24, 1886. 

The statement concerning the authorship of our 
editorial paragraph is a piece of impertinence 
which it would have been well to avoid in a com- 
munication asking for insertion here. No claim 
agent or his grievances had anything to do with 
what we said, and, aside from this, the authorship 
of our criticism is apart from the discussion, In 
the opinion of the Supreme Court in the Morton 
case it is distinctly said: ** The view acted on by the 
accounting officers of the Government in dealing 
with the officer under sec. 24, Act of July 15, 1870, 
was toallow only for length of service asa com- 
missioned officer in the regular Army. . . . But 
an examination of the legislation of Congress shows 
that the cadets at West Point were always a part of 
the Army, and that service as a cadet was always 
actual service in the Army.” It is this failure to 
carry out the law in the settlement of officers’ 
accounts for many years—‘ forty,” our corre- 
spondent says—that is the occasion for com- 
plaint. And nowitis proposed to go even beyond 
this neglect and shut officers out from any possibil- 
ity of euforving their just claims, unless they should 
be fortunate enough to find out at once what the 
law really is. Our officers are not lawyers, and the 
laws should not be interpreted to their disadvantage 
unless the case is clear against them. In thisin- 
stance it was clearly the other way. We protest 
against this talk about “stale” cluims. No man 
who can assume that a just and legal demand 
against the Government can ever become “ stale’’ is 
fit to administer its affairs. The Court of Claims 
has decided that under the act of June 25, 1868 (R. S- 
1063), the statute of limitations cannot be plead 
against a claim submitted to it after the auditor 
and comptroller have settled it and certified a bal- 
ance due to the claimant, andin another case that 
the statute of limitations does not run so long as the 
United States delays to enforce its claim. So the 
proposition would seem to be that the Government 
should be at liberty to enforce its demands haweyer 
“stale” they may be, and take adyantage of its abil- 
ity to make those against it “stale” by delayinga 
payment which can only be enforced by tedious and 
expensive litigation,

A Bismarex despatch of Nov. 27 says: “A party 
of Army officers bere from Fort Yates gives a de- 
scription of the most thrilling ride in the history of 
this country. They were 70 hours ina blizzard in 
coming from Fort Lincoln, a distance of 60 miles, or 
overan hourtoa mule. Their vehicle wasan am- 
bulance and was drawn by four mules. During 
Monday night, when the blizzard was at its heigbt, 
they were compelled to shovel and plunge their 
way through snow drifts froin six to ten feet deep, 
and the continual use of the whipand yzoading-sticks 
was necvssary to keep the exhausted avimals on the 
walk. The officers state that at the time the blizzard 
bid the mules from view and that but for the in- 
stinct of the animals they would have been lost and 
frozen te death. At one poiut they passed an In- 
dian camp but the savages would not give them 
shelter, as their superstition taught them this would 
be fatal to them. They arrived at Fort Lincolo 
without a covering to their ambulance, this pro- 
tection baving been blown away by the first night's 
wind and within 30 minutes from their arrival one 
of the amumals dropped dead. It was a fight for life 
for 72 hours, and they describe the trip as a most 
horrible experience, compared with which a march 
against an opposing army wouli bea pleasant pas- 
time.”

COURT-MARTIAL CASES, 


In the case of a soldier recently tried at Fort Porter, N, Y., 
Major General Schofield disapproved the findings and sen- 
tence on the groun ! that the evidence was not such as to ex-

Of this right he may therefore have 
been ixvorant, and tor this reason may bave omitted to ayail 
himself of its advantage by giving to bis written jou 
of innocence the sanction of an oath. However this may be, 
this failure on the part of the prosecution to instruct him in 
one of his most essential rights, must be deewed a delect in 
the Jings of sutiicient importance to warrant in itself 
a disapproval of the conclusions of the court. 








NEW PUBLICATIONS, 


Two or Gee year ago a young Scotch professor 
Henry Drummond, F. R. 8. E.; F. G.8.. published a work 
which has attracted unusual attention from retigiows 
thinkers. Its title is, “Natural Law in the &p'ritual Worl,” 
urpose is to show that spiritual concitions are con- 
trolled by laws analogous to those which prevail .n the na- 
tural world, “each to the other like, more than on earth ts 
thought.” Prof. Drummond's work bas recently veen re- 
viewed in a pamphlet published y hae James B. Fr, U. 8. 
Army. tes Drummon position, it is * that the 
spiritual laws are not analogous to the natural laws, but that 
they are the same laws—the ques.ion being one ot identity, 
not of analogy; the Laws dealing at one end with Matter 
and at the otber end with Spirit,” or, to quote Drummond 
himself,“ the analogy is only among the phenomena ; be- 
tween Laws re is no analosy, there is continutty” RKe- 
velation, Mr. D. holds to be * not a do of theology, but a 
T sity of sci .”’ for it is a scientific uxiom that what is 
beneath can only know of what is above by communication 
from above: so & man must be born trom above if he would 
have spiritual life and knowledge. This doctrine, . 
thinks, is carried to the extent of destroying free will, and 
he criticizes I r >of. Drummond in a way that revives recollec- 
tion of the Armisian and Calvipistic controversies of old, 
But Gen. Fry does not, in our judgment, rightly apprehend 
the argument he seeks to answer. Mr. D. Leg wegea says that 
“the true problem of the spiritual life may be said to be to 
do the op of neglect. Whatever this is, doit, and yu 
shall escape.” Again, “ not that there is no work for him 
who would grow to do. There is work and severe work— 
work so great that the worker deserves to have binseif re- 
lieved of all that is superfluous duricg his task. If ‘the 
amount ot enerxy Jost in trying to grow were speat in ful- 
filling rather the conditions of growwh, we should bave many 
more cubits to show for our stature.” It is the process: of 
spiritual growth that Drummend holds to be beyond our 
control, as the processes of natural growth are beyond cun- 
trol. But just as we must eat —_ ag ye w “ 
jicully, s0 must we, according . 
TT eo pemmtinn analogous methods of individualized ac- 
tion, if we would grow spiritually. True, he holds that a 
quickuning of spiritual life, which is beyond volition, must 
precede wth, but we do not understand that he considers 
it imposible to promote the conditions which make this 
spiritual birth possible. On the contrary, be holds that “spiii- 
tual life is the sum total of the functions which. rosisi 
death,” and that it is our province to develop those functions. 
Tbe process, according to Sweden »org, from whom Prot. 
Drummond obviously derives bis theories, is very a be- 
ing “to sbun evil assinsagainst God, and to be faithful in the 
duties of your calling.” That is to say, to subject the spiri- 
tual nature to conuitions analogous to those which produce 
healthy physical growth, which require of us to ayvid 
everything that is injurious to the physical system and pur- 
sue some occupation that gives abundant healthy exercise 
to the physical powers. Gen. Fry's review is a very interest- 
ing one, and, on the whole, gives an excellent ilea of the 
argument of the author he criticizes.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Five hundred workmen have been discharged 
from the Brooklyu Navy-yard. 

THE coast survey steamer Arago left Northport 
Nov. 27 for New York and arrive! the same day at 
the Brooklyn Navy-yard. 

Harper’s for January and February will each con- 
tain a valuable illustrated article from the able pen 
of Sir E. Reed, on the “‘ Navies of tbe Continent.” 
in which will be the “ latest thing afloat belonging 
to Russia, France, Prussia and [taly. These articles 
will ve of especial value to American readers at this 
juncture, when the “ Navy of the United States,” is 
struggling to keep off of the bottom. 

THE Governor of Alaska, inp his annual report to 
the Secretary of the Interior. says that notwith- 
standing the order or request of the Secretary of the 
Navy, dated July 16, 1885, the senior naval officer has 
not accorded to the civil government the aid and 
co-operation it had aright to expect. The discourt- 
esy of this officer was so marked as to render it im- 
possible for the Governor to subsequently seek his 
co operation. 

THE Board on the Consolidation of Naral Ac- 
counts and Purchases, consisting of Captain George 
Brown and Paymasters Carmody and Stancliff, is 
now actively engaged examining the system of 
book-keeping, blank forms, etc., which now pre- 
vuils in the several bureaus. Its progress 1s neces- 
sarily slow, but it is expected that the Bureau of 
Provisions and Clothing will be enabled to assume 
control of the purchases and accounts by the first 
of January. The bureau will not be held to any 
strict accountability for its management of the new 
duties until July 1 next, when it is expected the new 
system will be in working shape. The board has in 
contemplation a new —_— of book-keeping and 
new forms of blanks to carry out the change or- 
dered by the Secretary of the Navy. 

TEN vessels are now being repaired at navy-yards 
on the Atlantic «‘oast, and will be ready for sea as 
tollows: At the Portsmouth (N. H.) yard the Gulena 
is now ready for commission, and will soon be sent 
back to the home squadron for duty; the Swatara 
is having her boilers taken out to receive new ones, 
and she will be ready about March1. At New York 
the Richmond and Thetis will be ready for commis- 
sion about Cbristmas or very soon after, and the 
latter will be sent to the Pacific on a surveying 
cruise; the Enterprise and Nipsic will both be ready 
in March or April next. At Norfolk the apprentice 
training ships Portsmouth and Saratoga, which are 
now in commission, will be ready to sail by Dec. 20 
for the West Indies. The Trentcn requires consid- 
erable work ou her machinery, and will not be ready 
for commission before next May or June. The Rich- 
mond will relieve the old frigate Tennessee as flag- 
ship of the North Atlantic Squadron. The old 
frigate Wabash, which is receiving ship at the Bos- 
ton yard, has just had new covering put over her. 


Mr. C. H. Cramp is reported as saying of the triple 
expansion engine system: “It has entirely super- 
seded the ordinary compound engine. No contract 
has been let to build an ordinary compound engine 
for the English Navy since January, 1885; none for 
the French Navy since May of that year, and none 
for any navy within the past year. The English 
have now about 30 triple expansion engines under 
contract for their navy, the French 10 or 12, and the 
Russians and other Powers quite a number—in fact, 
all the latest designed vessels in Europe. An officer 
of high rank in our Navy, who has just returned 
from Europe, told me the other day tbat Sir N. 
Barnaby said to him that a design involving an or- 
divary compound engine would not now be consid- 
ered at the Admiralty, and he also learned that 
some of the leading constructing engineers. among 
them Mr. Kirke, declined to design any more ordi- 
nary compounds.”’ 

A FEw years since Congress passed a law whereby 
engineer officers to the number of 20 might be de- 
tailed by the Secretary of the Navy for duty at such 
colleges and institutions of Jearningas might apply 
for their services. in almost every case where suc 
assignment has been made the faculties of the col- 





leges have expressed themselves as so well pleased, 
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that when the tour of duty of the officer has come to 
an end application has at once been made for another 
one to carry onthe work so well begun. At the 
present time there are but 11 engineers under assign- 
ment as professors, distributed as follows: P. A. 
Eogr. D. Jones. Normal College, Fort Scott, Kan.; 
P. A. Ener. J. D. Ford, Mannal Training School, Bal- 
timore, Md.; P. A. Engr. F. H. Bailey. Cornell Un 
versity; Asst. Engr. G. H. Bull, University of Penn- 
rylvania; Asst.

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CONTRACTS FOR THE NEW CRUISERS. 


Tue Secretary of the Navy on Monday awarded 
the contract for building cruiser No. 3, to be known 
as the Baltimore, to the firm of Cramp and Sons, 
Philadelphia, for $1,825,000. This is the protected 
double-bottomed cruiser of about 4400 tons dis- 
placement, with engines of not less than 8,000 horse 
power. The contract for cruiser No. 2, cf about 
3,700 tons displacement and not less than 6.000 horse 
power, was awarded to the Union Iron Works, of 
San Francisco, for $1,017,500. This vessel is to be 
known as the Charleston, and is a copy of the Nani- 
wa, now in the pagans Navy. Contract for gun- 
boat No. 2, of about 870 tons displacement, was 
awarded to the Columbia [ron Works, of Baltimore, 
for $247.000. The contract for gunboat No. 1, of 
about 1,700 tons displacement wus not awarded. 
There was one special bid of Cramp and Sona for 
$455,000 and one regular bid of Charlies teeder and 
Sons, Baltimore, for $495,000. It will require some 
personal examination on the part of the Secretary 
before the contract fur this vessel is awarded. The 
bids for cruiser No. 1, to be known as the Newark, 
were all above the limit. on account of a change in 
the design for the engines as compared with the 
original plan when the appropriation was made at 
the close of the Forty-eighth Congress. The bids 
were referred to a board consisting of Capt. Walker, 
Chief Constructor Wilson, and Engineer in Chief

enter into formal contract for the performance of 
bis work, and to give a bond therefor, with sufficient 
sureties and with a penal sum equal to one fourth 
of the amount of the bid. Thecruisers must becom- 
pleted within eighteen months and the gunboat 
within twelve months from the execution of the 
respective contracts. Payments are to be made in 
ten equal instalment as the work progresses, from 
which 10 per cent. will be reserved to be paid on 
the full and final completion of the contract. 








MARINE CORPS. 

CoLoneL McCawtey, in his annual report, says: 
“On October 1 there were 1,585 enlisted men in the 
Corps, 989 of whom were on board ships in commis- 
sion and 896 duvigg duty at the several shore 
stations. During the past year there have 
been 698 evlistments, 96 re-enlistments, 11 
enlistments from the Army, 399 discharges, 
12 deaths, 392 desertions, and 8 enlisted men 
have bern retired. There are now 80officers upon the 
active list, to be further reduced to 75, in accordance 
with arecent law. An urgent necessity exists for 
the expenditure of $3,000 in repairs at the Mare Is- 
land Barracks, to prevent a much gréater cost here- 
after. An appropriation of $1£,000 13 needed to erect 
three sets of quarters in accordunce with the orig- 
inal plans. I have directed these two itenis to be in- 
cluded in the estimates for the coming fiscal year; 
also $1,000 for the purchase of tents and camp 5 
age, The building for the enlisted men at the Navy- 
yard, Pensacola, Fla., authorized by Congress, is 
uow in process of erection. I regret to say that no 
appropriation was made by Congress for barracks 
and quarters at the Norfolk Navy-yard, and that 
the same urgent necessity exists for them as has 
been so oftea reported by me.”’ 








° THE MARINE CORPS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 

THERE seems to exist a ruling very unjust to de- 
serving and competent men enlisted in the U. 8. 
Marine Corps and attacheu to the Navy. Cut off as 
they are from any possible promotion, such as ob- 
tains in the Army (vacancies for commissioned offi- 
cers being filed Ly the overflow from Annapolis), 
they are paid less fon. und more important and 
trustworthy services demanded of them, than any 
holding corresponding positions in the Navy proper. 
Especially does this apply to the non-commissioned 
officers. . ' 

The pay of the Marine Corps is the same as the 
Army, viz.: Privates, $13; corporals, $15; sergeants, 
$17 per month in the first enlistment. To obtain 
either of the two latter amounts they must qualify 
in a general English education, tactics, conduct, etc.; 
and while on duty are responsible for the discipline 
of ~ 4 crew, and the care of prisoners, etc., when on 
watch. 

Now, being part of a warship’s compaoy, would 1t 
be any more than just and fair to give them an op- 
portunity for some promofion? But sbould a 
vacancy occur among the petty officers (paying 
from $40 to $70 per month), and which a maripe may 
be thoroughly competent to fill, he is not eligible 
for such position, because he is in the Marine Corps. 
The result of this is that men are takea from the 
ship’s company, men ye a and aliens often), 
who have no interest or claim on the Service, men 
who have probably been picked up in some foreign 
country (* beach combers,” as they are termed, and 
I believe the United States is the only Government 
that permits such enlistments), and placed in such 
positions, while men (citizens) in the Marine Corps, 
no matter what their length of service, which ought 
to be some claim (if competent), are prohibited. 
Why such a probibition should exist in the same 
branch of the Service seems to call for reform as 
necessary as avy in the Civil Service. By allowing 
such promotions from the Marine Cor men are 
not lost to the Service, but rather retained, and in- 
vite a ‘better standard. Fours Rieut.

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THE APPROACHING SESSION OF CONGRESS. 


THE second session of the 49th Congress convenes 
at noon on Monday next. Being a short session 
considerable activity must be displayed to accom. 
plish the work necessary to keep the machinery of 
the Government moving until another Congress is 
ushered in. Experience has shown that very little 
work, aside from that connected with the regular 
appropriation bills, is accomplished during a short 
session, and the coming one is not likely to be an 
exception to the rule. The fact, however, that the 
members of the House Appropriation Committee 
have started in advance of the opening of the ses— 
sion to get the appropriation bills in shape, would 
indicate that these measures will receive more care— 
ful and thorough attention than formerly, and the 
chances for more liberal appropriations may thereby 
be enlarged. 

Sub-committees on all the bills, except the Army, 
Navy, and fortification, have been in session for 
about ten days, and bave performed considerable of 
the preliminary work connected therewith. 

The Army and Navy Appropriation bills, being in 
the hands of thé Service committees, will not be 
taken up until after the session opens, as but few 
of the members of either committee have yet arrived 
in Washington. Estimates upon which these bills, 





and also the fortifications bill, are based have not 
yet been furnished by the printer, so that nothing 
could have been accomplished had all the members 
been in the city. 

The subject of fortifications and seacoast defences 
is one that will likely receive much attention this 
session, but what the result will be is diffienlt to 
foreshadow. An effort will, no doubt, be made to 
secure the passage of the bill appropriating about 
seven and a half millions, now in conference. Mr. 
RANDALL prefers that this measure should remain 
undisturbed, and that a new bill entirely be re- 
ported from his committee. It is needless to say 
what he would recommend in the new bill, but it 
remains to be seen whether he can carry out his 
idea of false economy in the face of the urgent 
appeal for efficient coast defence, which will be 
made by the President in his forthcoming message, 
by the Secretaries of War and Navy in their anaual 
reports, and which have been made by the Admiral 
of the Navy, Chief of Engineers, and Chief of Ord- 
nance in their reports already published, and, for 
that matter, by the country at large. 

Among the measures of interest to the Army and 
Navy that would seem, by reason of their advanced 
position, to have a possible chance of going on the 
Statute books, may be mentioned the following : 
S. 1119. To regulate the pay, etc., of hospital stew- 
ards ; S. 2199 (LOGAN). To increase the efficiency of 
the Army; S. 1976. Authorizing a survey of his- 
toric grounds ; S. 1490. Amending the Articles of 
War. These bills have passed the Senate and are 
new pending in the House Military Committee. If 
favorable reports are made upon them early in the 
session, and night sessions can be secured for the 
consideration of military matters, as will be pro- 
posed by General BraGG, some of these measures 
will certainly go through, as may also tha following 
Senate bills, which have already secured favorable 
reports from the House Military Committee : S. 1935. 
To enlarge, repair and complete the military quar- 
ters at Forts D. A. Russell and Robinson ; 8. 222. 
To increase the appropriation for the militia. 

It is Chairman HERBERT’s purpose to ask for 
night sessions for the consideration of naval matters. 
If he is successful, some of the following important 
measures ought to become laws: S. 1526. Relating 
to pensions to certain disabled persons who have 
served in the Navy or Marine Corps; 8. 250. To 
relieve the sufferers by the wreck of the Ashwelot ; 
8. 1417. Creating a system of deposits for seamen ; 
S. 1527. Providing a home for discharged seamen ; 
8. —. Providing a retired list for seamen, and S. 
702. For the relief of the sufferers by the wreck of 
the Tallapoosa. No important House bills are 
pending in the Senate. There are a number of 
important bills on the Senate calendar, notably the 
MANDERSON three-battalion biH ; bills to establish 
the order of promotion in the Medical Department 
of the Army; to regulate the pay of Army and 
Navy officers who neglect to provide for their fam- 
ilies ; for the relief of cadet engineers, etc., but as 
there are already more Senate bills before the House 
than can possibly receive attention, the chances for 
the final passage of any of these bills are extremely 
dubious. A complete statement of the unfinished 
work of Congress will be found in the JouRNAL of 
August 21, last, page 76. 

The first session lasted nearly eight months, from 
Dec. 7, 1885, to Aug. 5, 1886. The second session 
will last less than three months, from Dec. 6, 1886, 
to March 4, 1887. The holidays must come out of 
the session, and perhaps a great consumption of 
time will have to be allowed forspeeches on the 
labor question as connected with general politics. 
13,000 bills were introduced at the first session, 
most of which still require consideration. 








Mr. WINSTON, during his brief career as Ameri- 
can Minister to Persia, obtained from the Shah a 
concession fora railroad from Meshed, in North- 
eastern Persia, to Teheran, the capital, and thence 
to Busbire, or Aboo-shebr, the principal Persian 
seaport on the Persian Gulf. This line, some seven 
hundred miles in length, is evidently intended for 
strategic purposes, with a view to its ultimate pur- 
chase by Russia. In a letter to the Real Estate Re- 
cord, Mr. G. PELLEW ‘PAUL saggests a further sys- 
tém of railroad linés, intended to connect Constan- 





tinople with; India. He proposes to build a road 
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from Selencia, in the northeast corner of the Medi- 
terranean via Antioch and Aleppo, to Bagdad, and 
thence to the Persia frontier and around the head of 
the Persian Gulf to Bushire. Next, he would ex- 
tend this road along the Northern littoral of the 
Persia Gulf and the Indian Ocean, to Kurrachee, in 
India, near the mouth of the Indus. It is proposed 
to connect this line by a railroad from Bagdad, 
through Erzeroum to Trebizand, on the Black Sea, 
and with Quettah, in Beloochistan, by another line 
from Gwetter, or Choubar, via Seistan. Ultimately 
it is proposed to extend the main line from Aleppo 
te Constantinople and to build a road from 
Erzeroum to Teheran. This involves the building 
of nearly four thousand miles of railroad across the 
extreme length of Turkey in Asia, along the Persian 
littoral to and through Beloochistan to India, through 
Turkey in Asia to the Blaek Sea, and through Per- 
sia to the Caspian. Itis a grand scheme and will 
no doubt, in time be realized in whole or in part. 
Mr. PavL proposes a scheme for raising capital 
which will, he thinks, obviate the difficulty Eng- 
Kish capitalists experienced in undertaking the cun- 
struction of a line of railway from the Mediterran- 


ean to Kurrachee. He says: 


‘here is no doubt that as soon as the proposed railway is 
completed it will be purchased by the [ndian Government, 
and that a price of. sav, £150, three per cent. India stock 
could be obtained for every £100 properly laid out in cont 
structing and stocking the railway, vbieh would vctually 
be ome the high road between Europe and India. Witness 
the Suez Canal, and the attempts of the English Government 
to obtain control of it. The scheme is bound to be a success 
in every way. Under any circumstances it cannot earn less 
than four per cent. per annum net dividend, while it is sure 
to be sold to England or to Russia. These lines are strategical 
and commercial, openi out immense districts to an inter- 
change of traflic with the rest of the world. They will con- 
sume large quantities of silver bullion and afford a 
amount of work to American manufacturers and their 
operatives, and therefore deserve encouragement at the 
hands of patriotic and capitalistic Americans, 

It is a mistake to suppose that Russia can enter India via 
the Himalayas. with the exits of all the passes in English 
hands. She knows she cannot do it, and will not attempt it. 
It was ali very wellin the days of matchlocks, and native 
against native, but in these days of arms of precisivn, such 
an attempt would be futile unless specially sanctione1 by 
the overruling Provilence. No! Russia intends to construct 
a railway, telescopically, and by means of her military rail- 
way corps, from Sarakles to the Indian Ocean at Choubar, 
or neighborbood, where she will erect a second Sebastopol, 
build a pavy and fleet of transports, collect an army, and 
then mike a descent on India. History proves that the 
European conquerors of India came Ly sea—Portuguese, 
Dutch, Englisb, French. Russia must do the same. She 
cannot come via the Red Sea, or Singapore, and therefore 
she must ~~ 4 down the Persian frontier to the sea at 
Chou? ar, or neighborhood, as already described. 

A Russian army of obeervation in the neighborhood of 
Sarakle, would necessitate the retention of 60,000 English 
(i. &., European) troops in the Punjal and Sindb. A Russian 
wa and army at. say, Choubar, would require 60,000 more 
English (European) troops and a large fleet to guard the 
shores of India from invasion. In addition, 60,000 English 
(European) troops would be required to guard the native 
feudatories and the inland districts. Total, 180,000 English 
(European) troops! It cannot be done. England has not 
men, ncr could India stand the strain of their hire. Result. 
loss of India to Eugland. So that the construction of a linc 
of railway from the Mediterranean re Persia and 
Beloochistan to India, is the cheapest method of holding that 
country. 








Is 1T true, as is reported, that the French Goveru- 
ment have been able to obtain the secret of the 
manufacture of cocoa powder by purchase in this 
country of the results of the labor of our ordnance 
officials in developing the process of manufacture? 
Bugland paid a bigh price for information as to the 
manipulation of the straw charcoal, and itis kept a 
rigid departmental secret, as it was only on that 
condition it was confided to the authorities by the 
German inventor of the process. Even the Duke of 
Cambridge and Lord Wolseley have not been shown 
the method of its manufacture. About a mile and 
a half along the pretty River Lea from Enfield are 
situated the government powder and gun cotton 
manufactories of Waltham Abbey, where the Eng- 
lish authorities are now manufacturing large quan- 
tities of brown or straw powder. Toe electric light 
has been set up in the mills, which are working night 
and day. Incandescent Jamps are used. They are 
plaved outside the windows of the different build- 
ings and set in globes of water, so tbat if a lamp 
breaks it will be immediately extinguished. Water- 
tanks connected with each other are ranged above 
every grinding-mill ard over the more dangerous 
operations, so that were an explosion to occur in 
any one shed the tank would be upset, and by auto- 
matic action every other mill and machine would 
be flooded with water. 








CoLoNEL GRAS and, with the exception of a single 
member. the French Commussion, which has been 
investigating the war material industries of the 
United States for some weeks, left for France on 
November 27. Their visit bas been the occasion of 
much speculation, which has found expression in 
the American correspondence to foreign papers. It 
13 pretty well understood that the Commission 
placed orders ior gun machinery with thé Pratt and 
Whitney Co., of Hartford, Jones and Lampson, of 
Windsor, Vt., Brown and Sharpe, of Providence, 
and other concerns in the same line. From the fact 
that his mission was not a roving one, but restricted 
its examination to armories and machine-shops, 


and that contracts for plant were not placed with a 
single producer but distributed among several firms: 
it is a legitimate assumption that his Government 
sent Gras here to secure gun machinery exclusiveiy, 
and to assure promptness of delivery. We have 
private and reliable inteHigence this week from 
Berlin —confirming suggestions already thrown out 
iu French service-papers—that the German Govern- 
ment, having some weeks ago completed 600,000 
converted Mausers, considers itself sufficiently in 
advance of other nations, and has suspended work 
on any but uncompleted stock with the purpose of 
determining upon a more effective magazine model. 
This has, doubtless, stimulated the #rench Govern- 
ment to an immediate increase of the capacity of its 
arm ories. 








GENERAL W. B. Hazen, Chief Signal Officer, has 
submitted to the Secretary for transmission to Con- 
gress a draft of a bill, with a petition in its support, 
proposing a reorganization of the Signal Corps. The 
bill cont2mplates the transfer of the sixteen second 
lieutenants now in the corps to the line of the 
Army, with the respective dates of their commis- 
sions, as vacancies occur, aud that the President 
shall be authorized to detail twenty-two officers 
from the Army as Actiug Signal Officers, who, when 
so detailed and instructed, shall not be relieyed 
from Signal duty except for unfitness or other suffi- 
cient cause. [t is proposed that the sergeants 
should be divided into three classes, with 31,600, 
21,400, and $1,309 pay, respectively; corporals to 
have $1,200, and privates $1,100 and $1,000. Gen. 
Hazen says: “ This matter is of vital importance, 
as at present the best officers for this service are not 
obtainable for it. West Point graduates cannot be 
assigned to the corps, and the anomaly exists of a 
natiou maintaining a first class military and scien- 
tific school, while its pupils canaot be assigned to 
this branch of service, one more nearly purely sci- 
entific than any other.” 





WE continue to receive inquiries with reference to 
Mr. T. H. 8. Hamersly and his magazine. The dif- 
ficulties attending the proving of a negative propo- 
sition make it impossible for us to say that Mr. 
Hamersly does not keep his engagements. As to 
this our readers must form their own conclusions 
from the facts. In answer to an inquiry received 
from a subscriber at Seattle, W. T., we stated, Sept. 
2, 1886, on the authority of Mr. Hamersly, that six 
copies of the magazines for which this gentleman 
had subscribed, “‘ had been sent him and must have 
miscarried ; that duplicate numbers would be sent 
by registered mail to ensure their delivery.”” On 
Nov. 22 this gentleman writes us from Seattle as 
follows: “No numbers whatever, either back or 
current, monthly or quarterly, bave ever reached 
me. Have waited patiently since his advice.”

Chaplain George Robinson is, thus far, the 
most strongly backed for the place, but as the de- 
tail will not be made until a successor to Chaplain 
Crocker is appointed, he may find some dangerous 
competitors among others on the hist. It is also pos 
sible that the new appointee may be choson with a 
view to assigument to educational duty. 








A CORRESPONDENT at the Michigan Military Acad- 
emy, Orchard Lake, writes: “Colonel Roger Jones, 
Inspector General, U. 8. A., has just inspected here, 
This idea of baviug inspectors of the Regular 
Army inspect such institutions isa good one. It 
must certainly correct many abuses and encourage 
those officers who are couscientiously performing 
their duly by carrying out the ‘spirit and letter’ of 
the law.” 


In an article in the November “Magazine of 
Ameriean History,’’ Prof. W. Allan combats the 
claim of General Pope that in his Virginia campaign 
be was holding av advanced position witb av insuf- 
ficient torce.

2p LIEUTENANT JosEePH S. Power, of the Signal 
Service, has been detailed to duty at Omaha, to take 
charge of the organization of thirty meteorological 
stations of the Union Pacific railroad, iu conjunction 
with the Weather Bureau of the Signal Service.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


In the death of Major Franck E. Tayior, U. S. 
Acmy, there has passed away an officer of marked 
ability—one whose memory will count, both in and 
out of the Service, an unusually large number of 
loyal and loving friends, Asa boy, foremost in his 
studies, his patriotic spirit compelled him to place 
himself among the defenders of his country. His 
training as a soldier began when at eighteen years 
of age, as Lieutenant in the lst Regiment of Artil- 
lery; he took partin the defence of Fort Pickens, 
and it was then, while yet a youth, that in the 
rescue of Wilson’s Zouave Camp from the rebels, he 
well earned his General’s commendation for special 
gallantry and coolness on the field. These qualities 
soon gained him the command of his battery, and 
in this responsible position he passed through the 
arduous siege of Port Hudson, and the desperate 
battles of the Shreveport Campaign. Transferred 
later to General Sheridan’s Army in the Shenandoah 
Valley, Captain Taylor, now a veteran of many bat- 
tles, was assigned to the command of two battersie 
attached to the Cavalry, and in the many fights of 
that famous campaign, added further laurels to his 
brave record. Throughout his career a strict discip- 
linarian, he demanded of his subordinates the ut- 
most of their duty, but when duty ceased, and social 
relations were resumed, his kindly and affectionate 
nature drew close to him all with whom he came in 
contact. Throughout the country, from Washington 
and New York to San Francisco and Portland, many 
loving friends will grieve—knowing that a generous 
and tender heart has ceased to beat—that a faithful 
and gallant solcier bas gone to his rest. Of Maj. Taylor 
the Washington Critic says: ** His death is the source 
of great sorrow, not only to his Army friends who 
admired and loved him, but to the hundreds of resi- 
dents who had kuown him from his birth in this city 
in 1843. He was the son of Franck Taylor, Esq., who 
was the brotherand partner of Hudson Taylor, as 
proprietors of the famous book store that in the 
days long before the war was the favorite resort of 
the statesmen of two generations ago. He was mar- 
ried just after the war to the daughter of Hon. 
Cornelius Wendell, who was Public Printer during 
the Buchanan Administration, whom he leaves, 
with five children, to survive him. His brothers in 
the Service are Comdr. Harry C. Taylor, U.S. N., 
and Capt. Daniel Morgan Taylor, Ordnance Corps, 
U.S. A. A sister is the wife of Mr. Fred B. McGuire 
here, and the venerable mother of the gallant sol 
dier still resides in the old hore at No. 324 Indiana 
avenue.” 

BREVET BRIGADIER GENERAL HENRY D. WALLEN, 
Colonel, U. 8. Army, retired, died suddenly of heart 
disease Dec. 2, at his residence in New York City. 
He was in his 68th year, having been born at Sa- 
vannah, Ga., April 19, 1819. While but a boy he left 
his home ard took part in the Florida War, which 
secured him au appointment to the Military Aca- 
demy which be entered Sept. 1, 1836, and was gradu- 
ated July, 1840, with W. T. Sherman, Stewart Van 
Vliet, F. N. Clarke, G. H. Thomas, G. W. Getty, Wm. 
Hays, Pinckney Lugenbeel and other well-known 
offvers. Heserved in the 4th lpfantry, being en- 
gaged iu the Florida and Mexican Wars, until Nov. 
25, 1861, when he was promoted Major of the 7th In- 
fantry, and assigned to detached service to the 
Isthmus of Pavama, with 3,000 stand of arms for 
the Eustera Armies. Inthe early part of the War 
he served iu New Mexico and received the brevets 
of Lieutenant-Colonel and Colonel for the meritori 
ous services rendered by him there. From June, 
1864, to Muy, 1835, he was in command of bis regi 
ment at Fort Svhuyler, and March, 13, 1885, received 
the brevet of Brigadier-General for faithful and 
meritorious services during the War. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant-Colonel 14th Infantry, July 30, 
1865, and served on the Pacific Coast until 1866. He 
then came East and was in command of the recruit- 
ing depot at Fort Columbus from March, 1867, to 
May 5, 1869. In 1872 he was on the Yellowstone Ex- 
pedition, and on Feb. 19, 1873, he was promoted col- 
onel 2d U. S. Infantry, and was retired Feb. 18, 1874, 
for disability contracted in the line of duty. Since 
then he has resided mainly in New York City, where 
he and his family bad many friends. That Gen. 
Wallen’s service was not more couspicuous during 
the war was not bis fault, for he repeatedly, we be- 
lieve, sought active service with the armies under 
Grant, Sberman, and others, but the Wur Depart- 
ment did not see fit to grant his request, andif we 
recoilect aright there was some strong correspond- 
ence on the subject between the deceased officer and 
Secretary Stanton. Gen. Wallen married a daughter 
of Surgeon 8S. G. I. De Camp, U. 8. A., who survies 
him. His son, Henry D. Wallen, Jr., was graduated 
from West Point in 1867, assigned to the3d U.S. Art- 
illery, afterwards transferred to the 21st U. S. In- 
fantry, and resigned in 1870 to engage in civil pur- 
suits. Gen. Wallen wasa lifelong friend of Gen, 
Grant and other prominent officers, and was a brave 
and gallant officer, an honorable gentleman, ard a 
warm friend, His death will be suncerely lamented 
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by the many of his comrades in arms who survive 
him. The remains were taken to West Point De_ 
cember 4 for interment. . 


P. A. Paymaster 8. D. Hurusvt, U. 8. N., died 
at Havre, France, November 26, of disease of the 
heart. He wasason of the late Rev. Joseph Hurl- 
but, of New ‘London, Conn., to which city the re- 
mains have been taken for interment Dec. 8. 


Mr. Henry M. Vauuetre, Chief Clerk in the De- 

artment of Steam Engineering at the League Island 
Navy-yard, writes the eae A “In Memoriam”: 
“On the night of November 15 the soul of P. A. En- 
gineer Francis M. Ashton, U.S. N., was surrendered 
to the Great Giver, and on Thursday, Nov. 18 his 
earthly remains were temporarily bestowed in the 
receiving vault at the Union Burial Ground, from 
whence they will be taken to the cemetery at Ox- 
ford, where re the bones of his ancestors. He 
was so affable in all his actions, so generous to his 
fellow men, so kind and loving to his dear old mo- 
ther, that, toone of his gentle disposition, a ru- 
ral churchyard would seem to be a _ proper 
resting place—a secluded ‘God’s Acre’ where 
the breath of apring mornings shall stir 
the green leaves into a sweet requiem o’er 
hi hollowed grave.

COMPOUND HARD AND SOFT STEEL. 
To the Editur of the Army and Navy Journal: 


I po not profess to know anythivg about armor, 
nor do I kuow who Messrs. William H. Wullace and 
Co. are, but there is a statement in their letter in 
your issue of Nov. 27 that needs correction. 

They say, “itis impossible to produce both hard 
and soft steel in the same plate.” 

Toa steel maker that statement is simply funny. 
Compound hard and soft steel is a common article 
of commerce. At presentit 1s used most in the jars 
of tools that are the hardest worked paris cf the 
tools employed in drilling deep wells for oil and gas- 
A set of tools will weigh from half a ton to two tons, 
according to size, the jars—two interlocked long links 
—alterrately lift, and pound down these tools into 
the rock. These jars endure many thousund or 
bundreds of thousands of blows from the weight of 
the tools, falling reveral feet ateach blow. They 
were made first of Low Moor, or Benizet, or the fi 
nest Swedish irous, with a little piece of steel set in 
to take the blow. These were supplanted by solid 
steel jars, and these in turn were supplanted by the 
compound steel jurs. The well drillers did not make 
these changes for fun; they had to pay for their 
tools and they paid for that which gave them tha 
best return for their money. 

If the Government wants an armor plate witha 
steel face of 100 carbon and a back softer than iron, 
of 10 carbon, 80 united that there are no imperfect 
welds, it can bave it for the asking. If it wantsa 
soft face and hard back. or two soft faces anda 
hard centre, or two hard faces and a soft centre, it 
has only to ask for them. Is it not about time, Mr. 
Editor, that some one in autbority should take the 
trouble to find out just what can bedone, and what 
cannot be done? Undoubtedly Europe wants to arm 
us: but, then, we can do it ourselves and feel a little 
more comfortable for having helped ourselres.

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THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE, 


REApDERs of Scripture will recall the fate that be- 
fell the sacrilegious Jew who laid his hand upon the 
sacred receptacle of Jewish law. the Ark of the 
Covenant. A like terrible fate seems impending 
over our English contemporary, the Admiralty and 
Horse Guards Gazette. It has actually laid ite rude 
bands upon the sacred person of H. R. H. the Duke 
of Cambridge; the head of the British Army; the 
very embodied symboi of all that is uncriticizable 
and unapproachable. The bold Gazette thus dis- 
courses: 

*“ We maintain that it was a needless use of the 
power vested in the Field Marshal Commanding-in- 
Chief for him to make a laughing stock, in the eyes 
of foreign military men, of those under bis com- 
mand, and his officers ridiculous by openly denoune- 
ing them to the world as incompetent soldiers. In 
reality, the greater number of the officers of the Env- 
glish Army are keener and better soldiers than the 
vast majority of the officers of any one of the great 
continental armies. In our opinion, it was decidedlv 
wrong to thus find fault unnecessarily. as it can be 
easily proved that, -but fer the laissez faire 
policy of the Duke of Cambridge in the pas 
the army would be in a_ very great dea 
better state of all round efficiency at the pres- 
ent moment. An opportunity was given his Royal 
Highness, when the purchase system was abolished, 
tv escape from the trammels and traditions of the 
past,and to inaugurate a new era for the British 
Arwy. The country had decided that the despotism 
of mere wealth and interest should no longer mono- 
polize place and promoticn. [t was left co his Royal 
Highness to create and develop a scheme under 
which the advaacement of merit and intellect should 
be assured. The regeneration of the army ona new 
and popular basis was an undertaking which might 
well have inspired his pride and his patriotism. Had 
he responded to the nation's initiative in that spirit 
which shonld always animate the Chief who con- 
trols the destinies of an army once pre-eminent in 
military glory, the abolition of purchase woulkl 
have witnessed the birth of a spirit of professional 
enthusiasm and genius which, in its onward progress, 
pee ohana defied all opposition, bave overcome all 
obstacles."’ 


So it would appear that the imposing figure-head 
of the British service is actually responsible for 
sometbing, which will be news to everyone out of 
England. The Gazette goes on to say: “ His Royal 
Highness was not equal to the occasion. He did not 
recognize, or he failed to appreciate the bright fu- 
turo that lay so invitingly at his feet. He preferred 
to play a listless and inactive second part to that 
disastrous and incompetent civilian element that 
now presides over the destinies of the War Office.” 
It adds: 


“ He might have obtained better terms for the pur- 
cbare officers had he chosen to exert himself in their 
behalf; but, with his usual apathy. he allowed the 
favorable moment to pass unheeded. The Duke 
sacrificed the purchase officers. And yet it would 
surely have been more honest of the Government to 
have refunded all purchase money than to have 
squandered vast sums in ‘commission’ on * Boxer 
cartridges’ and other wortbless stores? Then, when 
Mr. Cardwell introduced ‘short service,’ to abohsh 
pensions to the rank and tile and form a Reserve, 
the Duke again acquiesced, and sucrificed the private 
soldier’s pension. ben Mr. Childers brought in his 
scheme of compulsory age retirement, again did the 
Duke acquiesce. He could, had he so chosen, have 
insisted on the breechloading system of artillery be- 
ivog at least fairly studied, instead of allowing Sir 
Jobn Adye and the Ordnance Department to return 
to muzzle-loading guns ata time when all foreign 
armies were discarding them. In a sentence, he has 
left undone that which he ought to have done. We 
do not say be bas done that which he ought not to 
have done; but be has most assuredly been content 
to retain his Command-io Chief without exerting 
himself to make that command an efficient force for 
the defence of the Empire. The Duke has, we fear, 
been continually waiting upon civilian politicians 
and events. He bas initiated nothing. Why is the 
Army of England in such a deplorable condition ? 
The cost of our army far exceeds that of the land 
forces of any other military Power, and yet, where 
England can send one maninto the field, foreign 
Governments can command twenty or thirty to 
fight their battles; and these twenty or thirty men 
cost their country no more perannum thar does 
Englund’s one man. It is not a question of free en- 
listment versus cmennen or compulsory service 
that we are discussing, but of military administra- 
tion. That is just where the fault lies in England, 
where the admunistration of the army 1s carried on 
by civilians. 

“ 1lnstead of opposir g innovations which, if adopted 
in their crude form, bis very instinct as a soldier 
must have told him would do harm. the Duke of 
Cambridge has allowed the civilian element at the 
War Office, headed by Mr. Knox, to whittle away 
at the army as much as it listed. The reluetance of 
the Duke of Cambridge to come into conflict with 
this civilian element has reacted upon officers them- 
selves, and not one man iu a bundred will now ac- 
cept any ‘individual responsibility’ in matters of 
importance. Every man seems to fear that unseen 
but often felt power which has been the ruin of 
more than one seemingly bright career—a secret 
force whose strength may be approximately gauged 
by the fact that to oppose its direction 1s feared, and 
consequently shirked, even by his Royal Highness 
the Field Marshal Commanding-in-Chief. These 
things are freely said behind the back of the Duke 
of Cambridge! sSureiy it 1s high time some one had 
the honesty—for it beeds no courage—to make the 
statement plainly to his Royal Highness's face!” 


Possibly, now that the Gazette has begun, it may 
go on until it will actually be found questioning the 
system which produces Dukes of Cambridge.

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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. OF THE NAVY. 


Iw his annual report Secretary Whitney considers 
first the snbject of reorganizing the Navy Department 
of which he says: “[ can scarcely add to the force of 
the facts presented upon this subject in my last an 
nual report. Congress has not as yet taken final 
action upon the matter. A bill embodying tbe sub- 
stantial points passed the Naval Committee of the 
House with but two dissenting votes, and awaits 
uction upon the House Calendar.’ 

He gives the order organizing the Inventory 
Bord, of which Capt. Meade is chairman, whose 
work is yet incomplete. Its work thus far shows 
that there is no real responsibility for the care and 
disposition of property, and thereis a very large 
and unnecessary accumulation of stores, acgrega- 
ting twenty millions of doliars in value, of which 
three or four millions is obsolete or useless, only en- 
tailing expense for its care, eaceeding in a few years, 
in all probability, the value of the property. He 
says: 

Among these accumulatiors some very absurd facts ap- 
pear. At the eight yt tyre there have accumulated alto- 

ther of augers and bits 46,566, of which 25.274 have been 

ying for several years at closed yards where no work has 

been or is hkely to be done. 29, screws are on hand, 10.- 
806 gross lying at closed yards. There are 146, files io 
stock, 42,142 of them lying at closed yards. There are 11,813 
paint brushes in stock, 2,246 of these in the stores at ciosed 
yards. All of these tools are serviceable, mostly new. 

Of most of these articles some bureaus have recently made 
considerable purchases, and are even. doing so at the present 
time, while to the credit of other bureaus there are very 
large amountsin store. There are found to be over 12,000 
tons of cast and wrought iron iving in scrap about the yards, 
759,000 pounds of composition and brass, 159,000 pounds of 
old copper, an‘ 193,000 of old lead. This large accumulation 
of stores, gradually becoming useless, is in the nature of a 
side light thrown upon the system, the evil of which has 
been heretofore thoroughly exhibited and ex I con- 
fidently expect that under the orders recently issued, by 
which the business is to be consolidated under the Paymas- 
ter General, a better system may be inaugurated and main- 
tained, which will, in the end, prove more economical and 
satisfactory to the Service in every respect. 


THE ADDITIONAL NEW CRUISERS. 


Under this head the Secretary says: 


The experience of the Department in its first attempt at 
the creation of modern vessels of war has been such us to 
excite the test concern and disappointment. An ex. 
amination of the facts with reference to them demonstrated 
that an entirely new departure was necessary iu undertaking 
further similar constrnction. Unarmo cruisers have 
become a distinct class, and the characteristic absolutely in- 
d ble to this class is very great speed. 

hen the Dolphin, Boston, Atlanta, and Chicago were pro- 

ed and the contracts for their construction entered into, 

t was well known what speed cng to be attained and 

what weight and character 0° mac inery per ton of dis- 

placement was necessary to obtain it. Commercial vessels 

nad at that time attained speeds ranging between 16 and 19 

knots, and cruisers were being built in other countries, or 
had already been built, attaining the same speed. 

The highest mean horse power developed upon trial was, 
in the case of the Dolphin, less than 2200, of the Alacrity, 
8.173; of the Surprise, 3,079; of the Milan, 4,02. The highest 
speed of the Dolphin, resulting from severa) trials, was 15.11 
knots, running light; of the Alacrity, 17.95 knots; of the Sur- 
prise, 17.8 knots; of the Milan, 18.4 knots. 

The trials had of the Atlanta indicate that ber engines 
will develop less than 3,500 horse power, while the Esmeralda 
developed 6,000, the Giovanni Bausan 6,680, and the Mersey 
6,626. The maximum speed of the Atlanta will be less than 
15 knots, while that of the Esmeralda was 18.28 knots, the 
Giovanni Bausan 17.5 knots, the Mersey 17.5 knots. 

These facts are stated without any intention of locating 
responsibility or blame upon avy person, It is impossible 
to ascertain where it should be placed. But they indicate 
a simple abanddnment on the part of the Department of avy 
attempt to reach the conditions which ‘should have been 
attained, and the failure on tne part of the contractor to 
reach the limited results expected by the Department. 

The Department has, since March, 1885, accumulated a 
large amount of information in the way of fom showing 
the latest advances in the art, which, it is believed, have 
been availed of to a very important extent by the technical 
officers of the Department in the wora upor the new ships 
now about to be undertaken. I believe it to be the true pol- 
icy of the Department to gather such intormation from 
every quurter and at the same time to depend entirely upon 
our )wn resources for "be constrnction of our vessels. he 
Department, during this time, has kept itself in consultation 
with the leading shipbuilders of the country, who feel 
themselves greatly concerned and interested in the success 
of the Department in these matters. The Department hav- 
ing in the course of its efforts purchased plans, including 
the detailed drawings of the motive power of the two most 
recent productions of Sir William Armstrong and Co.. was 
strongly recommended by the several practical shipbuilders 
who were consulted to reproduce the muchirery in two of 
the new ships, and to construct the other three upon the de- 
signs of its Bureaus. This course has been adopted. This 
intention has greatiy stimulated the work of the Depait- 
ment, and it is hoped that the 4,000-ton ship, designed by the 
Bureaus, will mark not only a very great advance over the 
last ships designed by them, but even over those built on 
the plans which have been obteined from abroad. All the 
time necessary for the preparation of the plans has been 
patient! ermitted and every encouragement given to the 
successfu solution of the problems iovolved. 

The bids for the new cruisersare given and we are 
told that: 

An examination of the prices shows this most satisfactory 
circumstance, that responsible shipbuilders are willing to 
contract for the construction of cruisers having character- 
istics as high as those attuined abroad at prices within 25 per 
cent. of the foreign prices. This is a subject of congratula- 
tion, in view of the fact that the character of the ship is 
quite novel in this country, the conditions to be attained 
most difficult. Considering the difference in the pte of la- 
bor and material between the two countries, the bidding 
must be considered to represent a fair and not too high price 
for the work expected. It is believed by the Department 
that the contracts can all be taithfully performed with profit 
2. oe & contractor and every requirement of the Government 

Concerning cruiser No. 1, orders have been given to reduce 
her size, for the purpcse cf coseytng out the intention of 
Congress, if ble, of bringing the expense of her con- 
struction within the limit of $1,100,000. It uires a read- 
justment of ali the weights, and in fact the designing of a 
new’vessel, which will necessarily take some months. Mean- 
while it is hoped that the I‘mit fixed by Congress may be re- 
moved, so as to render available the present plans, which 
have been the result of many months of careful labor on 
the part of the officers of the Department.

A premium of $15,000 has been offered for accepted 
designs for the new armor-elads, “and in starting 
upon the creation of a newravy the Department 
has no embarrassment in desiring to avail of the

As at present situated the country would be 
entirely defenceless in the absence of any ability to produce 
armor or the larger high-powered guns.

OCCURRENCES OF THE YEAR.

oat has been built for the Japanese Government ; length, 
166 feet.) The Department in July last appointed a rd 
to examine and report upon the og! of the Stiletto, 
a boat built by Herreshoff Brothers. of Bristol. R. L., for 
service as a torpedo boat. The board reported that the

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ADMIRAL PORTER ON OUR NAVY. 


ADMIRAL PorTER bas subuntted to the Secretary 
of the Navy a report which is mteresting, but so long 
that it would a og sone ten or twelve columns of 
the JouRNAL in this type. The Admiral urges that 
the eleven ironclads laid up at City Point be put in 
thorough order at an expense which he estimates as 
$196,000 for the Saugus, and somewhat less for the 
other ten taken together, or say, $375.00 in all. If 
these vessels were now armed with heavy rifled 
guns they would, be says, be as formidable as they 
were in 64, and '65. Repaired they could mount 
24 beavy rifled guns and ceuld force their way 
past any forts placed to defend our priucipal 
cities. He thinks that we shall be liable to an at- 
tack from some tenth rate power until we get the 
double turreted monitors ready, and that the others 
will be a valuable auxiliary. The subject of barbor 
defence he considers of vastly more interest at 
the present moment than the construction of the 
new cruisers, of which be has no good opinion. So 
far they have given vo evidence of great speed and 
are not likely to. There is a great difference m ton- 
nage, displacement, horse wer, etc., and none of 
the classes seem to assimilate ey to form 
such asystem as is absolutely necessary In a naval 
foree. We are making no advance in building steam 
engines, simply following the beaten track. We 
adhere to old-fashioned, coal wasting boilers and 
the so-called “improvements,” notably so in the 
case of the building of the Chicago, Boston, and At- 
Janta. The Admiral thinks that the boiler for us is 
that of Herreshoff, who claims that he can overcome 
the difficulty of supplying severul boilers from one 
engine. He says: 

The Herreshoff and the Belleville are the coly copes of 
multitubulous boilers which have as yet been applied to sea- 
szoing vessels, So faras lam able to judge. the Herreshoff 
system isin advance of the other, although the Belleville. 
boiler has been carefully fostered by the French Govern- 
ment, while the Herreshoff boiler has received no particuJar 
encouragement from the Government of the United States 
beyond the purchase of some steam Jaunches, which have 
proved themselves the best in our Navy. 

As the Milan with a length of 308 feet has attained a speed 
of 19 knots with 4.000 horse power, I see no difficulty in at- 
taining a speed of 21 or 25 knots in a vessel 260 feet between 
per pendiculars with 5.009 horse power und very much finer 
lines. Isubmitted a plan of such a vessel last year to the 
Department. It was referred to the board of officers en- 
gaged io desiguing ships for the Navy, who exhibited indif- 
ference to the subject. Much allowance should be made for 

rsovs grappling with the difficult problem of how to get 
But a speed of 15 knots, which seems to have been considered 
the maximum of United States ships of war, and who with 
ideas restricted to the contemplation of such slow vessels did 
not realize the possibility of a speed of 22 knots ina gunboat 
of 1.600 tons displacement. 

For every cruiser that we build we should construct a 
double-turreted monitor of the Monadrock, Miantonomoh, 
or Puritan type, only they should be built strong enough to 
resist modern ordnance, for these are the protectors upon 
which we must rely in time of war. Two of these monitors, 
fitted with rams and torpedoes, and properly handled, would 
be a match forthe heaviest European ironclad that could 
reach our shores. 

T have seen enough of torpedoes to know that two or three 
hundrea pounds of gun co\ton exploded undera ship, no 
matter what her size, is bound to sink her or place her hors 
de combat. What we want areswift vessels from which 
torpedoes can be fired. It is difficult just now to decide upon 
the merits of the different forms of to oes. ‘The bh 
torpedo is evidently the favorite, although no device of this 
kind has made more failures than the Whitehead. 

The Adwiral thinks that the Ericsson torpedo is 
the best in the world for short ranges and might, if 
properly fostered by the Government, be brought to 
perfection. He thinks that a steel vessel on the Erics- 
son plan, 150 feet long, with a eae expansion 
engine and having a speed of thirty miles an hour, 
would be the perfection ofa torpedo. buat. He recom- 
mends that twenty of these versels be designed by 
the Messrs. Herreshoff. He thinks that the Alarm 
shopid be mounted with heavy guns and sent 
to Newport for the instruction of the Naval Col- 
lege. Now the only place where the pew guns can 
be seen is on the lathe at Washington Navy-yard or 
at the testing ground at Annapolis, in which direc- 
tion comparatively few officers have occasion tu go. 
The Admiral says: 

I recommend that a bourd of officers be appointed to se- 
fect a 2004 life-boat for the Naval Service, to be fitted with 
the best detaching apparatus now in use. I would also sug- 
gest that a board be convened to take into consideration the 
allowances ot ships of war. There is at present an unntces- 
sary amount of weighty material on board our ships which 
ean be dispensed with. The number ot archors, chains, 
hawsers, blocks, spars, and other articles too numerous to 
mention, which were necessary in the days of purely sailisg 
vessels, are so no longer. 

He thinks that too little attention is given to sail 
power for our new cruisers, and that, though the 
rigs for our new gunboats are better than those for 
the ships, that of Gunboat No. 1 will be found of 
little use for cruising under sail. It wasfound un- 
suitable for the Huron, and her loss is ascribed to 
her rig. He says further: 

I think the opinion 1s general throughout the Service that 
until the Department is reorganized we can have no system, 
maintain po proper discipline, and build no effective ships, 
but that a reorganization of the Department will bring 
order out of chaos and the Navy will run along as smoothly 
as it did previous to 1842, when the Board of Navy Commis- 
sioners were the advisers of the Secretary of the Navy and 
had administrative and executive authority. 








TRIAL TRIP OF THE ATLANTA. 


Capt. McCann, Chief Engineer Henderson, and 
Commander Crowninshield, the Board having charge 
of the trial trip of the Atlanta, in their official re- 
port say: 

No continuous six hours’ trial was possible, in consequence 
of blowing out the water valve joint of the high-pressure 
cyliuder avd the subsequeut beating of the crank pin. The 
former necessitated a siop, but was remedied by the engineer 
yorce on board, und the latter compelled the engines to be 
slowed down, but the heating was pot to such an exient as 
to do any injury. Regarding the fire rooms, their airtight- 
ness was impaired by leaks which can probable be remedied. 
For the reasons stated the revolutions of the engines did not 
exceed §8, The maximum speed obtained cn this trial was 
by bearings 12.8 knots per hour, making allowance for tide. 
We are of the opinion that a successful tull-powered trial of 
this vessel can only be maintained by that o: ganization 


which continuous service and experience in the management 
of the machinery will bring. 

In his official report of the results of the trial Capt. 
F, M. Bunce, commanding the Aflanta, says:

epgines waking 62 revolutions per minute, 








engines making 68 revolutions per minute, obtained an in- 
dicator card from one low-pressure cylinder ; —— the 
jncrease of power to be equal in all three cylinders with this 

number of revolutions, would give the collective 
horse power at 2,800, maintained for a few minutes. 

He sums up the results of the trial trip as follows: 

During the whole trip of six days we were able but one 
day to run forsix hours at the maximum attainable speed 
on the 19th, and a leak in the furnace of No. 8 boiler pre- 
vented our —7 bigh a speed or developing as great a 
horse power on t day as on the 20th, when fora few 
minutes the ~ ay developed a collective horse power of 
3.084. The highest speed attained for any ove hour was 14.7 
knots on the 20th, with an average steam pressure of 78 
pounds and average revolutions 63.2 per minute ; fresh wind 
aft. The foaming of the boilers and the trouble csused by 
it with the water valves, or perhaps the inability of the 
water valves to take care of the water passing :nto the cy 1- 
inder from a slight foaming of the boilers, gave us constant 
— when the attempt was made to attain a maximum 
speed. 

The contract for the Atlanta provides that upon 
trial her machinery shall maintain for six hours a 
collective indicated horse power of 3,500, and there 
is nothing in the contract relating to speed. It will 
be two or three months before the vessel can be 
made ready for another trial. 








NAVAL BUREAU OF STEAM ENGINEEING. 


Tue Chief of the Bureau_of* Steam Engineering, 
Engineer-in-Chief Chas. H. Loring, U. S. N., reports 
a total ordinary expenditure of $736,309.78, besides 
$1,009,107.90, expended from the appropriation of 
$7,051,781.59, for the new steel cruisers. The princi- 
pal part. if not all, of this balance, $42,623.66, will be

Of tbe designs for the engines of the additional 
vessels the report says: 


These de-igns are now before the builders of the country, 
by whom they have been well received. I believe taem to 
ve fully abreast of the development the art of marine en- 
gineering has attained, and to contain possibilities of per- 
formances equal to that of any marine machinery that bas 
yet been constructed. To obtain the anticipated results 
from the machinery to be built from them, however, there 
is another important factor required. which will have to he 
supplied, and that is a tire-room force, drilled and educated 
in new methods, differing largely rom those which bave 
heretofore sufficed in our Navy practice. The machinery 
with which we have been dealing hitherto, designed four- 
teen years or more ago, under the prevailing practice of the 
times, for the moderate combustion of slow-burning an- 
thracite coal, satisfied the conditions when producing from 
four to six indicated horse- powers from each square foot of 
grate. That with which we have to deal in the future de- 
mands, for the record trials at least,a duty three or four 
times greater than this.and from fuel burned under the 
different conditions of forced draft. It is needless to say 
that for thi: the systems and methods now in vogue will not 
avail. A fo draft system has been applied to the boilers 
of the U.S. 8. Alliance, which has fully met the expecta- 
tions of the Bureau. The space occupied by the boilers has 
been reduced one-third. The attained horse-power is about 
15 per cent. ereater than under the original arrangement, 
and it is believed, with additional experience, this can be in- 
creased. The coal- bunker capacity is increased 18 per cent., 
and the ventilation of engine and fire-room is much im- 
proved. A new boiler-shop is needed at the New York yard. 








NAVAL BUREAU OF NAVIGATION. 


Captain J.G. WALKER, chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, reports: Au extensive series of experi- 
ments has been carried on by the superintendent of 
compasses for the purpose of testing the efficiency 
of the new compensating binnacle and iu its com- 
pleted state it is now accurate w principle and con- 
struction. The special work on board the Atlanta 
at Newport, and the Boston during her passage from 
Chester to New York, developed some interesting 
facts in relation to the action of their compasses, 
which are considered so important that the reports 
are forwarded with the report of the superintend- 
ent of compasses. . 

Single incandesceat electric lighting p'ants have 
becn installed in the Atlanta and Boston, the former 
by the United States Electric Lighting Company, 
the latter by the Brush Electric Company, and bids 
have been invited by advertisement for proposals 
for iustalling a double plant in the Chicago. 

Photograpbie outfits are to be supplied to cruising 
ships as rapidly as possible. An appropriation is 
asked for to supply ships of war with deep sea 
sounding wachines aud reeling-in engines. ey 
have already been supplied to the Junizta and 
Essex. The revision of the general signal book has 
been completed. The modifications proposed in the 
tactical signal book will be subjected to trial. 

These trials can only be carried out successfully by a num- 
ber of ships remaining together at sea in one squadron fora 
considerable time. Very important data relat'ng to the 
manceuvriog powers of ships, and the consequent tactics to 
be observed in battle may, however, be obtained by deter- 
mining the relative speeds and tactical diameters of our 
larger tugs, and then exercising them together as a squad- 
ron, both in smooth water and under the varying conditions 
to be met with at sea. For this purpose I would recommend 
that four tugs of the same class be prepared for this work,and 
that during the coming spring and summer they be officered 
and manned, forming a “squadron of evolution,” now con- 
sidered necessary by all foreign Governments for the intel- 
hgent instruction of the personnel. 

It is proposed that the Ranger should complete 
her surveys in the Pacific and that the Thetis should 
go to the Spunish Main to correct the errors on 
charts publisbed from the old Spanish surveys, after 
whicb she should go to the Pacific to search for the 
many dangers to navigation reporteu to exist in 
that ocean. and to accurately determine the geo- 
graphical positions of some of the numerous islands 
which are known to be incorrettly placed on the 
charts now in use by navigators. The progress 
made with the naval war records has been as rapid 
as the limited force would allow. A sufficient ap- 
propriation to push this important work to comple 
tion is asked for. The work of the Naval War Col- 
lege is sufficiently set forth in the article we put- 
hshed last week, and which was incorrectly beaded 
“The Torpedo School.”” The work cf the Hydro- 
graphic Office and the Naval Observatory is bnefly 
referred to. Steps have ben taken to commence 
the building of a new Naval Observatory. Captain 
Walker says: 

I beg leave to bring to your attention the suggestions and 
recommendations which have been submitt in previous 
annual reports relating to the ill effects likely to result from 
delay ia entsteing for publication in the Nava] \ ar Records 
the papers now in private hands, and n« ce sary for the com- 
plete narrative of the operations of the Navy during the 
Civil War ; to the advantuges to be derived from placing the 
library of the Navy Depurtment on the same footing re- 
sxardinz the binding of books as the libraries of the Depart- 
ment of State, the Patent Office, and the Surgeon-General’s 
Otlice ; to the remarks relating to the character of the build- 
ing in which the engraving or plates and printiog of charts 
is carried «n for the Hydrographic Office ; to the importance 
of establishing compuss stations at the Jarge se’-ports of 
the Atiantic and Pacific coasts; to tne advisability of ex- 
tending the system of time-balis for the benefit of the mari- 
time community; to the suggestion favoring an interna- 
tional congress to consider the adoption ot a universal 
system of marks and buoys for channels and harbors; and 
to the suggestions as to the desirability ot increasing the 
pay of the instrument-maker of the Naval Observatory.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


NATIONAL GUARD ABUSES. 


A stupy of the reports of Army officers on the 
National Guard and those of State officers shows 
that they agree in pointing out two conspicuous 
defects as the wost detrimental to a proper develop- 
ment of discipline and military instruction. One is 
the frequent lack of capacity and tone in company 
officers, and tbe other the toleration of the presence 
at encampments of an unreasonable uum cer of visit- 
ors, both day and night. Neither criticism is new, 
and both bave been frequently presented in the 
JouRNAL. They have, however, in too many cases 
been ignored, or the evil has been accepted as in- 
curable. That they are now recognized by the ob- 
served as well as by the observers seems to indicate 
anew departure. Strict and prompt obedience to 
orders, proper respect for superiors, and cheerful 
submission to military rales are indispensable. That 
theseace frequently oot observed is mainly due to the 
fact that so many officers do not respect themselves, 
especially comwpauy officers on whom the imme- 
diate instruction of the men depends. Whnle in 
no way desiring to prescribe rules fur National 
Guardsmen in their daily, ordinary relations, be- 
tween superiors and inferiors holding mtercourse in 
their military character there should be no famil- 
iarity, and especially not at a camp of imstruction, 
where duty 1a continuous and where all civil rela- 
tions have been ,laid aside. That encampments 
where officers drink, smoke, and skylark with the 
meu do uvut produce proper results ie but natural. 
What would become even of a busivess concern 
with heads of departments so lacking in dignity as 
to put themselves duriug business hours on a similar 
footing with the employees? Officers who lack tone 
and dignity are generally deficient in wmititary 
knowledge and capacity for instructing their men as 
well, and thus they not only work to the detriment 
of their organizations by their bad example, but 
also by their ignorance. The evil, it is true, is diffi- 
cult to eradicate, but much improvement could be 
made by proper measures, and as such we recom- 
mei d iustitutions for the instruction of candidates 
fer officers, more care in their selection and appoint- 
ment than is vow exercised, und makiug it obliga- 
tory on examining boards to inquire whetber the 
bearing and tone of those before them will enable 
them to handle men and command their respect, 
and are equal ut least to their ability in rattling off 
tactics. 

The turning of an encampmert for instruc- 
tion of soldiers into a picus ground for their 
sisters, cousins, and aunts, as is so frequently the 
case, is one of the most serious drawbacks to proper 
progress. Grounds for camps are selected so pear 
to the bomes of the organizations that they are 
overrun by visitors crowding upon the men, inter- 
rupting their exercises and more or less demoraliz- 
ing then in many ways. People will congregate 
where there is musiv aud military display, and 
crowds witness the parades at Army posts where 
bands ure slationed, but they are kept at proper 
distance. To effect this is the difficulty at militia 
camps, and for thix purpose stringent rules are nec- 
essary. Those established for the government of the 
last encampment in New York were well enforced 
and the evil reduced to the minimum. 

There are numerous iustances, however, in other 
encampments where outsiders have been allowed to 
remain iu camp over night. Col. Pennington, of the 
Army, and Adjutaut-General Dalton, of Mussachu- 
setts, lay emphasis upon this. The lattersays: “I 
am satisfied that camp visitors should nut be allowed 
to remain in the quarters of the men over night, 
but be obliged to leave the lines at ‘taps.’ ay 
instances have come to my knowledge where such 
visitors have deprived the soldier of his bed, and 
have been a source of expense to entertain. If 
such visitors like camp life, it is easily attainable by 
joining the militia.” 

‘The necessity of proper relations between officers 
and men and the preservation of correct military 
bearing and a dignified tone has recentiy been so 
painfully demonstrated in Brooklyn that thesubject 
requires no further remark. 


WAR VETERANS OF THE NINTH. 


J. S. Sworops has issued Bulletin No. 2 to his “‘ Fel-

ork, which, having served, within the boundaries 
of the State as militia, the term of service pre- 
scribed by law, 1s eutitled to the designation enjoyed 
—by grace of sucb law and service—and ip addiuon 
such Veterans of the War as are inclined to assist in 
perpetuating the deeds of “the Ninth of the War.” 
The rank and file of that regiment ure pot members 
of your organizstion, and upon the same authority 
as before quoted, | am assured that Veteran Militia- 
men Outnumber the Veterans of the War eight to 
one, if not more. The Soviety of Veterans propose 
to accept in membersbip only those serving in the 
9th Regiment, N. Y. 8. M., during the period of en- 
listment, between the dates of June 8, 1861, and Juue 
23, 1564." It is proposed, itis further stared in this cir- 
ular, to organize an association on the model of the 
Wur Veteran Association of the Brooklyn Your- 
teenth, where “uo matter how poor the comrade

ARMORIES FOR THE GUARD. 


AT a meeting this week of the New York Armory 
Board, Messrs. Lespenisse and Friedman offered two 
blocks of ground for armory sites. One is between 
Firty-eighth and Fifty-ninth sts., Madison and Park 
Aves., und contains twenty lots. For this $500,000 is 
asked. The other is between Fifty-eighth and Fifty- 
ninth Sts., Sixth and Seventh Aves.. and contains 
fourteen lots: $450,000 is the price. The Mavor said 
that the Park Ave. site was too near the 7th Regi- 
went Armory, while the other site was too small. 
The other members of the Board agreed with him. 
President Coleman said he had been spoken to about 
Nilsson Hall aud the Academy of Music for an ar- 
mory site. He believed that this space would make 
a good ove, but was not willing to pay more than 
the land was wortn. The buildings would be useless 
for armory purposes. He said that he had offered 
$450,000 for the property at Ninth Ave. and Forty- 
fourth St., now occupied in part by the Ist Battery. 
The persons owning it would not sell for less than 


Geueral Fitzeerald, from the sub-Committee on 
New Armories, reported that after consultation 
with many architects, the committee bad unani- 
mously resolved in favor of the plan submitted by 
John R. Thomas for an armory for the 8th Regiment 
and 2d Battery at a cost not to exceed 000. The 
site is between Madisou and Fourth Aves:, Ninety- 
fourth and Ninety-fiftb Sts. The plan submitted by 
George B. Post for an armory for the 22d Regiment 
was also agreed on. The site is at Ninth Ave., Boule- 
vard, Sixty-seventh and Sixty-eighth Sts. The 
armory, under Colouel Post’s plan, is not to cost 
more than $300,000. The architects are not to be 
paid if the cost exceeds the estimates. The recom- 
mendations of the sub-committee were approved, 
and a resolution was passed that the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners be requested to authorize the issue 
of bonds covering the proposed expenditure.

TORPEDOES v. THE “RESISTANCE.” 


Tue United Service Gazette says: 

“ Admiral Mayne stated recently in the House of 
Commons that bis experience with the Channel 
Fleet had induced him to believe that the value of 
torpedoes against — of war bad been greatly ex- 
pageeates, and the late Hobart Pasha drew a similar 
inference from bis actual experience in the Russo- 
Turkish war. The opinions of the above-named 
Gistiuguisbed officers have been fully corroborated 
by an experiment carried out at Portsmouth last 
Tuesday, wben a Whitebead torpedo was exploded 
in actual contact with the bottom of the Resistance. 
The interior of the vessel had been prepared to re- 
present the modern arrangements of coal defence 
for the protection against submarine attack of those 
portions of a vessel’s hull which are not covered 
with defensive armor. A 16-inch Whitehead torpedo 
charged with 93 Ib. of guasstice was lashed toa 
boom and placed longitudinally in contact with the 
ship’s side, immediately above the bilge keel, and 
about eight feet below the surface of the water. In 
this favorable position the torpedo was exploded, 
but the result did not come up the expectations 
of the devastating effects to be produced by the 
hitherto over-rated torpedo. In fact, practice flatly 
contradicted theory. A considerable portion of the 
external plating of the ship was fo inwards and 
displaced, leaving gaps and gashes through which 
the water would pasa. Internally the skylights were 
smashed and the conteuts of the bunkers containing 
the coal defence were scattered in all directions; 
yet the ship, contrary to anticipations, was not only 
not sunk, but would have been able, had she been 
in action, to have kept afloat, and to have continued 
fe fire her guns, and could have been ultimately 

rouge ht into barbor for repairs. It will be observed 
that every advantage was ay to the torpedo. 
The charge was great, he Resistance was 
to her” i th give. the thazimyin of denpaptive

power, et oft aimege Moen, though grea' 


fell by a long way sbort of the wreckage ne- 
cersary to involve the loss of the ship; and so the 
great problem of torpedoes v. ironclads bas been 
partially solved and brought within the range ‘of 
practical experiment. The crucial result is that the 
watertight bulkheads remained intact, and that the 
damage done was not sufficient to put the ship out 
of action. Hitherto there has been a moral fear 
attaching to the torpedo, which engine has been 
considered in a measure synonymous with sudden 
death. This illusion is now dispelled, and the tor- 

o has been proved to be, though formidable, not 
rresistible. Possibly the lesson learned oy Tuesday 
will tend to direct increased attention being given 
to the elaboration of watertight bulkheads, while 
further experiments in the same direction may rid 
us of the bugbear that the Britsh Navy can be 
blown out of the water by a few pounds of gun- 
cotton.” 

The statement of an eye-witness of her condition 
as she appeared in dock after the experiment is 
favorable to the torpedo. He says: 

“The bilge keel for nearly half its length was 
shattered, and water poured from vumerous cracks 
iu her bottom. Above the bilge keel there was a 
tremendous bulge in the plates, which were torn in 
such &@ manner us to admit water freely, while the 
starting of the butts also added to the number of 
leaks. he widest part of the crack was about an 
inchin width. The torpedo bad been placed imme- 
diately against a partition dividing two coal bunk- 
ers, the coal beiug stowed close to the ship's skin, 
and the effect of the explosion was to knock away 
this partition, to force the coal into the ship, and in 
doing this a stout vertical bulkhead that protected 
tbe bunkers was carried away, and the water ad- 
mitted to the engine room. From the appearance 
of the interior of the ship, 1 can quite imagine that 
the engines or boilers might have been displaced 
and pipes and tubes burst in all directions.’’ That 
is some result after all. 








AMERICAN CARTRIDGES IN ENGLAND. 


THE Admiralty Gazette says: *‘ Tre solid-drawn 
brass-cased cartridge is now coming into use in this 
country. That cartridge was invented by Mr. Daw 
in 1861, and was exhibited by him in the Exhibition of 
1862. Mr. Daw also patented machinery for the 
manufacture of this cartridge case. He also in- 
vented the bottle-shaped cartridge that has been in 
the service up to this day, and that will be used in 
all likelihood with the solid-drawn case, as it has 
been in the Gatling cartridges. But the ‘ Boxer 
Ring’ have up to now not only pirated and used all 
these inventions of Mr. Daw to their own profit, but 
have kept him from deriving any benefit therefrom. 
Now, since the Ordnance Department has paid Mr. 
Vavasseur £10,000 for a ‘rotating band,’ and Mr. 
Thorsten Nordenfeldt £10,000 for the right to manu- 
facture ammunition for his obsolete one-inch four- 
barrel gun, surely Mr. Daw is justly entitled to, at 
the very least, the same sum for the use of bis car- 
tridges, tools and machinery? We appeal in this in- 
stance on behalf of a much-injured honest man to 
his countrymen to see that justice be done bim. 
Moreover, the dishonest knaves who have robbed 
him of the fruits of bis Jabors, under cover of Gov- 
ernment protection and privilege, should be brought 
to justice, for as long as they remaia unpunished no 
English inventor is safe.”
